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‘Quorum Call Halts GVHC Meeting 
After Rules Dispute; No Election

Tuesday night’s membership meeting of the Greenbelt Veteran 
Housing Corporation started with a promise, then deflated with a 


loud p-s-s-s-t and ended with a flat squish! 


Aside from reports to 


the members, only three items on the agenda were settled before 


the necessary quorum fizzled out. 


Acting President Ralph Webster opened the meeting with a 
tribute to ex-president Mike Salzman, who, he said, had done more 
than any other individual to make it possible for the residents to 


purchase their homes, 


He went on to cite some of the operating statistics in an effort 


to illustrate the magnitude of the corporaticn’s acivities. 
past eight months, he said, GVHC took in a million dollars. 


In he 
It has 


paid the city $96,000 in taxes, and by the end of September will 
have brought-that figure up to $151,000. It has paid the county 


$83,000, so that taxes alone account 
for almost a quarter of a million 
dollars, 

Since January 1 there have been 
800 moves in town, and 500 new 
families have come in. Of the 300 
‘families who were given notice 
to move, 273 have gone, and 27 re- 
main. It may be necessary, he 
pointed out, to take these cases to 
court, and he called on the mem- 
bership to support the board and 
management. More than 350 
homes were sold since January 
and only 81 brick homes are left. 
All the frame houses have been 
sold, except for one-bedroom 
apartments. The maintenance de- 
partment, he announced, had re- 
ceived 23,000 maintenance calls in 
these eight months, over 130 each 
day. Webster gave particular cred- 
it to the administrative and main- 
tenance staffs for having done a 
difficult job under the most try- 
ing conditions. 

Finances 

Following Webster's statement, 
Treasurer Bernard Bordenét ouit- 
lined..the financial position of the 
corporation, quoting extensively 
from the independent auditor’s re- 
port. Charles M. Cormack, a 
member of Bordenet’s fiscal man- 
agement committee, also reported 
on finances, comparing the budget

(2) I favor a new but reasonable 
traffic ordinance. Unlimited park- 
ing of huge trucks should be pro- 
hibited, The City should provide 
or assist in providing a suitable 
area for such parking. 

(3) The present system of es- 
tablishing your share of the water 
bill should be re-examined with a 
view of effecting a more equitable 
arrangement. 

(4) In the best interests of the 
taxpayers, 
the development of the vacant 
land. 

(5). I shall co-operate in the es- 
tablishment of light industry in 
conformity with existing zoning 
regulations. 

(6) I shall oppose the incorpora- 
tion of any of our activities, such 
as the library, into those of the 
County, until such time as the 
County’s system is improved to an 
extent equal to ours.

Board member Al Long blasted 
Volckhausen for carrying a copy 
of Robert’s Rules and, in general, 
depiored the us of “parliamentary 
trickery to frustrate the wishes of 
petitioners.” Volckhausen denied 
using parliamentary trickery, and 
praised the value of Robert’s Rules 
in upholding the democratic proc- 
ess. Chairman Webster, too, laud- 
ed Robert’s Rules as procedural 
gospel in governing the conduct 
of meetings, but pointed cut that 
they were not applicable in this 
instance because they were incon- 
sistent with the by-laws, After 
much argument, pro and con, the 
matter came to a vote. The vote, 
seemingly inconclusive, was chal- 
lenged and a recount called. Web- 
ster called for a division of the 
house, and all the pro-voters 
marched down to the front of the 
auditorium. After two more 
counts, the vote was finally es- 
tablished as 73 pro, 36 con — and 
the amendment was passed by the 
necessary 2/3 majority. Another 
call for a recount was ruled out of 
order by the chair.

Quorum Vanishes 


Immediately following the vote, 
Herbert Hertz called for a quorum 
count. The count revealed that a 
quorum was not present, where- 
upon Al Long stated that any fur- 
ther voting was out of order and 
moved for adjournment. The 
membership refused to adjourn. 
Ben Rosenzweig, in rafter-ringing 
tones, denounced Long for at- 
tempting to deprive him of an op- 
portunity to vote on the remain- 
ing agenda items. Long, claim- 
ing personal privilege because he 
was “attacked” on the floor, de- 
nounced Hertz for challenging the 
quorum, simply because “he vote 
on the minority side.” Hertz de- 
nied ill-feeling over the vote, and 
said he merely wanted to ascer- 
tain the number of people who had 
not voted. Long appealed to 
“parliamentarian” Volekhausen 
for support in ruling the meeting 
out of order. General Counsel 
Abe Chasanow also asked for an 
opinion on the/legality of the elec- 
tion to fill a vacancy on the board. 
Volckhausen reluctantly opined 
that no further business, including 
the election, could be legally trans- 
acted. The Chair ruled that noth- 
ing more could be done, but asked 
the membership whether it would 
stay on for informal discussion of 
agenda items. This the member- 
ship refused to do, and a motion 
to adjourn (which was totally un- 
necessary) was passed.

1. Five, giving Greenbelt twenty- 
four-hour-a-day police protection. 

2. Included in the city budget is 
$1,000 a year for maintaining the 
youth center building (the Drop- 
Inn). Income from dues, conces- 
sions and money-raising affairs 
makes up the rest of the approxi- 
mately $4,500 yearly budget. Also, 
the city’s recreation department 
provides paid supervision when- 
ever the youth center is open. 

3. GCS ranks first in the United

4. The picnic tables at the cen- 
ter playground, the lake grounds 
and the Indian Spring area are the 
three main picnic spots. Indian 
Spring is not accessible by auto- 
mobile, but may be reached by 
two paths at the far end of the 
dam at the lake—the path straight 
ahead into the woods, and the one 
which goes off to the right. 

5. It is based on the annual 
budget estimate as approved by 
the City Council. From the total 
amount of money required to op- 
erate the municipality for the 
coming year, revenues from state, 
county and other sources are de- 
ducted to leave the total amount 
to be raised by taxes. That amount 
divided by the assessed valuation 
gives the tax rate on each $100 of 
assessed valuation. (The proper- 
ty is assessed by the County as- 
sesors in accordance with the 
provisions of the city charter.) 


READY FOR SCHOOL 


The first day of school is a big 
event in a child’s life. He may 
have spent years in nursery school 
or kindergarten, but he ‘feels that 
first grade is “the real thing.” He 
is eager, and at the same time a 
little worried. He may even be 
afraid. 

Of course, parents see the ne- 
cessity of taking Junior to the doc- 
tor to make sure! there are no 
physical defects, such as poor eye- 
sight or hearing, that will hold 
back his school progress. Many 
schools will give reading-readiness 
tests to be sure he is mentally 
ready for first grade, But often 
his emotional preparation is for- 
gotten. There may be fears and 
wrong. attitudes. which will inter- 
fere with his adjustment to 
school. 

“Just wait till you get to school. 
They'll make you behave.” 
Thoughtless parents may have 
used threats like this which make 
school a terrifying prospect. Older 
children may speak of teacher as 
a combination of ogre and police- 
man and exaggerate the difficulty 
of school work. If the damage 
has already been done, all mem- 
bers of the family will have to 
work together to repair it. 

An older child can take Junior 
around the school and make him 
‘feel familiar with the building. A 
shopping excursion for clothes and 
school supplies will help make 
pleasant associations with the 
prospect of school. The change 
to a rigid schedule can be made 
gradually as summer ends, and the 
time needed to get Junior up, 
dressed, fed, and off to school can 
be worked out so that there will 
be little tension and confusion 
when the great day comes. 

Mother will be wise to hide her 
‘feelings and not tell the young- 
ster how much she will miss him 
while he is in school, With many 
children adjustment takes a few 
weeks, and parents will have to 
be patient and understanding. It 
will only distress and perplex the 
child to be asked endless questions 
about what he learns or what he 
does in his first school days. 

Parents are in an important po- 
sition to make the first days of 
school a happy adventure that will 
lead to a good emotional adjust- 
ment to school life.

A. No. VA may not pay the 
travel costs of a veteran who 
merely desires counseling, But 
VA could pay this costs, in the 
case of a veteran for whom coun- 
seling is mandatory. 

Q. If I meet all the eligibility re- 
quirements of the Korean GI Bill, 
would I be allowed to take train- 
ing, even though I’ve gone back 
on active duty and em now in uni- 
form? 

A. No. The Korean GI Bill pro-

hibits training by veterans on 
active duty, even though they do 
meet all the eligibility require- 
ments of the law. 

Q. Im planning to buy a house 
with a GI loan. What should be 
my first step? 

A. Your first step should be to 
go to your VA Regional Office and 
obtain a Certilcate of Eligibility. 
Be sure to bring your original dis- 
charge or separation paper with 
you. Once you have the Certifi- 
cate, see a lender for a GI loan, 

Q. I’ve just come out of service, 
and I’m planning to apply for 
$10,000 worth of GI insurance 
available to Korean veterans. I 
have a $5,000 commercial life in- 
surance policy. Will I still be able 
to get the full $10,000 GI policy, 
even though I hold commercial 
insurance? 

A. Yes. The amount of com- 
mercial insurance you carry will 
in no way reduce the amount of 
GI insurance to which you may be 
entitled.
